Climate That is Not Charged For. 

The weather which they have been 
experiencing in the Eastern States dur- 
ing the past week is worth more to 
Southern California as an immigration 
inducer than rR? 9m of pamphlets de- 
scri ptive of the climatic perfection of 
this siin-kissed land. All that might be 
necessary to enfofce the moral of the 
story upon the sweating and suffering 
Easterners would be a few bulletin 
boards in the leading cities, quoting the 
temperature in Los Angeles and other 
Southern California points at 7 a.m., 
noon, and 7 p.m. The contrast would 
speak for itself, although Eastern peo- 
ple who have not been here would not, 
even then, realige the difference be 
tween the moist atmosphere of the At- 
lantic and the dry atmosphere of the 
Pacific Coast at the same temperature. 

The terrible ‘Eastern weather of the 
past week has caused as much death 
and suffering as an important battle, 
with the difference that, in place of 
able-bodied men, who have willingly 
encountered risk, it has been largely 
women and children who have been the 
victims. A summing up shows that 
within five days, about 100 persons fell 
victims to sunstroke in Chitago alone, 
and over 800 were prostrated, many of 
whom will die.’ Horses fell so fast that 
the health department could not clear 
the streets. In New York, during the 
twenty-four hours ending at noon yes- 
terday, a total of .286 deaths, from all 
causes, were reported, the heaviest death 
list tor a single day for twenty years. 
Out of 1490 émployés in a sugar re- 
finery in Brooklyn during the past six 
days, almost 500 were prostrated, and 
fourteen succumbed. Other cities tell 
a scarcely less disastrous’ tale of death 
and sickness, ~ 

The -extraordinary vagaries of this 
weather were strikingly shown in Iowa, 
where the hot spell was suddenly broken. 
The thermometer dropped with amazing 
rapidity, falling twenty degrees in five 
minutes, aid the climatic ménu wound up, 
very appropriately, with a white frost, 
in place of ice cream. atmos- 
pheric gyrations would tax the consti- 
tution of a cast-iron ‘monkey. 

The moral of all this is, of course, 
come to Southern California. Unfortu- 
nately, there are thousands of poor pe 
ple who are unable todoso. They = 


be pitied...As to those 


can‘come but won't they deserve no 
better fate than to freeze and sizzle al- 
ternately for a few. years more, until 
they are converted, or consumptive. 
What difference do a few hundred 
thousahds of dollars, more or less, make 
toaman, when he has toresidein a 
limate such as that which has been ex- 
perienced in the East during the past 
week? Aday laborer in Los Angeles 
need not envy a Chicago banker under 
such conditions. Twenty dollar pieces 
are a hard load to carry, when they be- 
gin to melt in your pocket. 

After this experience, the point of 
that venerable Eastern joke about Cali- 
fornia land-owners charging for cli- 
mate appers rather obscure. 


‘Land Hunger. 

The growing scarcity of available 
Government land in the United States, 
which was shown so plainly of late, 
when severa! Indian tracts were opened 
to settlement,’ has been again .empha- 
sized neater home by the rash to a com- 
paratively small tract of forfeited rail- 
road land, which was thrown open to | 
settlement in San Benito county last 
week. The country: opened. to settle- 
ment is a good place to keep away from. 
Much of the land ‘is desert and barren. 
The best- quarter © sections have been 
settled on for’ many years past. The 
fact that ‘the Southern Pacific Company 
let-these acres go should alone be suf- 
ficient proof that they were not. worth 
much. Thatcorporation is not in the 
habit of letting anything of value slip 
through its fingets, and decisions of the 
Government and courts have hitherto 
proved but very slim barriers in its 
path, 

Yet there was a great rush to the 
new ‘“‘bonanza’”’ from all directions and 
by “all sorts and conditions of men’’— 
prospectors, clerks and even capital- 
ists, who. thought there might be a spec- 
ulatiomin it. There is something piti- 
fulin the sight of poor men packing 
their families and few household effects 
weary miles, for the chance of earning’ 
a living by hard: work, only to meet 
with bitter disappointment—as most of 
them did—at the end of their trip. 

There is no questioning the fact that 
land in the United’States, of agricultu- 
ral value, open to settlement, is grow- 
ing woefully scarce.. Railroad compa- 
nies and land syndicates have absorbed 
millions of acres of the best. There re- 
main the great areas of. arid lands, 
which, with irrigation, could be made 
to support an. immense population. 
Upon these landsthe hungry eyes of 
land-grabbers are now fixed. They are 
making great efforts to have the owner- 
ship of the lands transferred to the 
States. _We know how easily State leg- 
islatures are manipulated. That would 
be the end of land within reach of the 
great mass of the people. Fancy 
prices would be asked, which poor men 
could not afford to pay. 

The Federal Government could engage 
in no mofe beneficent or fitting work 
than in bringing Water on these vast 
tracts of arid lands and selling them in 
small tracts to actual settlers, at a low 
price and on easy terms. The country 
can well afford it, andfor every dollar 
so invested it would get back twenty,

Over Europe. 


The Disease Breaks Out in Hungary 
and Austrian Galicia. 

Berlin Physicians Fear an Epidemic 

in That City. 


Views of Two Noted German Phystctans 
on the Chances of the Scourge Be- 
ing Imported into the 
United States. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Bexurm, July 80.—|Copyright, 1802, 
by the New York Associated Press. | 
Cholera today madé its appearance in 
two localities in Galicia, and, worse 
still, Rime cases are reported only twen- 
ty-five miles from Presburg, Hungary, 
which is a populous center. The out- 
break in Austrian Galicia is limited to 
frontier villages. The Austrian govern- 
ment has ordered everything done to 
prevent the spread of the disease, as an 
outbreak there would involve a spread 
of the epidemic through Central Eu- 
rope. The news from Galicia does tot 
excite aiarm here, but the Presburg ad- 
vices have given the authorities a shock. 
The proximity of Vienna and the likeli- 
hood that the disease may spread along 
the, Danube, make the news serious. 
Bertin physicians apprehend an early 
outbreak in Silesia and Southern Ger- 
mapy. The utmost precautions are be- 
ing taken. 

While making inquiries in official 
quarters this evening regarding cholera 
in Austria, the representative of the 
Associated Press learned that tele- 
grains had been received from Breslau 
announcing an outbreak there. The 
physicians catinot yet definitely pro- 
nounce whether the disease from 
which thé patients are suffering is chol- 
erine or Asiatic cholera, but they 
suspect the latter. 

OPINIONS OF BERLIN DOCTORS. 
- Beruix, July 80,—The Re 
today prints a lengthy article on the 
precautions whieh should be taken to 
prevent the introduction and spread of 
oholeta, and this fact leads many to be- 
lieve that the authorities consider an 
epidemic of the disease imminent. Dr. 
Virchow, will shortly go to Russia to 
study the epidemic. In conversation 
with an Associated Press representa- 
tive, Dr. Virchow said that cholera ap- 
peared localized in Russia at present, 
but may appear here at any time. 

Concerning America, he said: «There 
is no need to tell your people that they 
must remove all Gast and dirt and exer- 
cise the utmost cleanliness, and that 
they will be all right.”’ 

Dr. Hirsch, ancther noted authority, 
said: ‘I have thoroughly studied the 
condition of -America, and there is little 
danger of an outbreak of the disease 
there, provided thorough cleanliness is. 
maintained and sanitary precautions 
adopted. One danger to America is the 
Canadian frontier. The greatest dan- 
gerisinthe importation of rags. The 
American authorities should strictly 
prohibit the importation of rags from 
any district where cholera might be sus- 
pected of existing.”’ 

THE DISEASE IN RUSSIA, 

St. Pertrspvre, July 30.—Cholera 

has decreased in the towns in Russia in 


which it first made its appearance, but } 


in places more recently affected by the 
disease it is increasing rapidly. 1t has 
atso broken out in several districts 
Which have hitherto been free from its 
ravages.

What the North Pasadena Water 
Company is Doing 


In the Way of Developing its Pres- 
ent Supply. | 


The Express Again Makes an Ass of 
Itself. 
HH. Wyllys Hines is Given a Surprise—One 
Appearance of the Creoles is Suffi- 
clent—Various Brevities 
sal Personal Notes. 


Considerable space Has been. given from 
time to time to a description of the work of. 
developing the local water supply by the 
east and west side companies. The North 
Pasadena Land and Water Company, which 
supplies a portion of the northern part of 
the town together with North Pasadena 
and most of the adjoining territory, has 
not been idle, meanwhile, but has kept pace 
with the other companies in the line of 
development. 

Yesterday morning the reporter went 
over the groundin company with M. D. 
Painter to see what has’ been done, The 
North Pasadena company has its chief 
source of supply in the Arroyo Seco Cafion, 
about two miles north of Devil’s Gate. 
The water is piped from this point along 
the east bank of the arroyo for nearly a 
mile, until the plateau above is reached, 
when the line extends in a southwesterly 
direction to a storage reservoir, 100 feet 
square and 10 feet deep, located 
just south of Mountain View Ce metery. 


Hitherto iron pipes have been used 
exclusively, but so much water was 
wasted by leakage that it was de- 


termined to replace these by vitrified 
stone pipes. This big job, covering the 
first mile anda quarter from the supply 
source, is nearly completed. The pipes are 
twenty-four inches in diameter. They are 
exceedingly durable and constitute the 
cleanest sort of a highway for flowing 
water. The joints are cemented so that 
leakage .is practically impossible. At sev- 
eral places along the bank, where big 
washes have occurred, it has been neces- 
sary to build stout trestle-work for the 
pipe. Up nearthe source of supply sev- 
eral substantial cement-lined sand boxes 
have been constructed, and various other 
improvements made looking toward the 
preservation of every available inch of 
water. A considerable quantity of water 
issues from a -6-inch iron pipe, which ex- 
tends up into a little side cafion a distance 
- of three miles. This makesthe total sup- 
ply at this point about fifty inches, anda 
ew hundred yards’ below an additional 
twenty inches is obtained from two wells, 
the water being raised up into the pipes b 
a steam 
All the work is being donein substantial 
style. The total outlay will be at least 
$6000. The company supplies a district 
embracing about 1800 acres, and although 
the supply has been materially increased 
by the operations above mentioned, it n 
more than keeps pace with the number c¢ 
consumers, who have increased with sur- 
. prising rapidity during the past year. A 
arge torce of men are at work at various 
points along the line of pipe and the opera- 
tions will be continued throughout the

Queen Victoria’s Favorite Soup. 
{Contributed to THE TIMEs.} 

One cup of chopped chicken meat, one 
pint of strong chicken broth, one cup of 
sweet cream, one-half cup of cracker or 
bread crumbs, three volks of eggs, one 
teaspoon of salt, one-half saltspoon of 
pepper. 

The chicken may be obtained from-~ 
what remains of a roast, in which casé, 
the bone, skin, tendons, and all the 
scraps left should be boiled for the 
broth. It is better, however, to usea 
fowl cooked purposely, asthe broth is 
of finer flavor. 

Putthe cracker crumbs to soak ina 
little of the cream. Break the eggs, 
separate the yolks from the whites, and 
carefully drop the yolks into hot water 


‘boil them uatil they are hard. Chop 


the chicken ina chopping tray until 
it is as fine as meal, previously having 
removed everything except the clear 
meat; then add the soaked cracker, the 
yolks of the eggs, .Which should be 
pressed through a coarse wire strainer, 
the salt, pepper, cream and broth; 
strain through a cullendar, pressing 
through al! the meat: pour into a double 
boiler and cook for ten minutes. This 
is a delicious soup.

A Chat With the Wife of the

Tua, July 15, 1892.—[Special Cor- 
respondence of Tus ‘Timzs.] ‘ ‘To 
know all women we must loye and 
be loved by one.’ This was the an- 
swerin the words ofa French writer 
which my husband gave in reply to the 
question as to how he could describe 
just how a woman would think, act and 
feel under any and all circumstances.” 

t was the Countess Tolstoi who was 
speaking. We were sitting about the 
samovar in the dining-room of the 
Count’s home at Yasnia Polyana and 
were inthe midst of a long chat about 
the great Russian novelist. The Count 
himself was far off in the interior. 
away from the railroads, in company 
with his daughter, taking cate of the 
sick and half-starving peasants, and his 
wife andthe smaller children were on 
the estate alone. Ona long trip from 
the lower part of the Volga to Moscow 
I had stopped over a train to pay my 
respects to the Coynt, and with Dr. Hub- 
bell, the agent of the Red Cross, had 
been received most kindly by the Count- 
ess. We,had walked over a part of the 
estate together, had visited the peas- 
antsin their homes, had eaten supper. 
around the family table, and now in 
answer to my questions the Countess 
was giving me bits of story and fact 
about her husband’s intellectual life. 
“The Count himself,’’ said she, ‘‘does 
not llke to talk about his novels or his 
writings, and I beg you if you should 
write to him .ot to mention that ycu have 
been reading his works. He is always 
enthusiastic while at work, but when 
the work ig finished he is dissatisfied 
with it and does not want it to go to the 
publishers, He does not like to talk 
about himself, and if any one persists in 
making his writings the subject of the 
conversation he will often excuse him- 
self and leave the room,’’ | | 

THE COUNTESS TOLSTOI. 

But before 1 write further, let me 
give you a few words about the Count- 
ess. She fis, to my mind, quite as inter- 
esting a character as Tolstoi himself, 
and did she keep a diary I imagine that 
it would rank in its interesting stories 
with that of Jane Welsh, the wife of 
that other philosophic genius, Thomas 
Carlyle. She has for thirty years been 
the better half of Tolstoi’s great soul, 
and she is today the balance-wheel 
which, as far as possible, holds him in 
check and. which -keeps him and the 
fa mily from the poverty of the peasants. 
_ A good wife and a loving mother, she

day manages the estates, attends 
to the education of the Children, 
takes care of all the details of her hus- 
band’s affairs and his house, and at the 
same time cheerfully and uncomplain- 
ingly softens the hard road which he 
would lay out for himself and his family. 
The Countess impresses you at first 
“meeting as a woman of remarkable 
‘ strength of character. She is tall, well- 
formed and fine-looking, and though 
‘she has a son 29 years old her cheeks 
are still rosy, and the gray has hardly 
luxuriant 
dark hair, Hereyes are dark, bright 
and full of intelligence, and her face is 
full of kind feeling. She is a clever 
conversationalist, and she speaks En- 
glish fluently with a slight Russian ac- 
cent. Sheisa womanly woman inevery 
sense of the word, and the ideals of 
womanhood as embodied in Tolstoi’s 
best characters are taken from her. 
Tolstoi’s lové for her and her love for 
him during their thirty years of mar- 
ried life have never been questioned, 
and his studies of women have been 
Made like Ruben’s paintings, with his 
wife for his model, 
HOW ANNA KARENINA WAS WRITTEN, 
During our. conversation I asked the 
Countess where Tolstoi got the charac- 
ter Anna Karenina, and the Countess’ 
sister, Countess Kousminski, replied 
that it was largely taken from the 
Countess. Mme: Tolstoi then said: 
‘Yes and no. That is true in part, and 
- again it is not true at all. Iam every- 
where and nowhere in my husband's 
novels. He takes his characters from 
real life, but he changes and idealizes 
them untilthey are not the same but 
are entirely newcreations. * Some parts 
of Anna Karenina are almost exact re- 
productions of our experiences. The 
description of Anna’s love for her 
children and her manner of tak- 
ing care of them are from me, 
the story of Kittie’s courtship and 
marriage, even to the manner in which 
the proposal was made, is the story al- 
most line for line of our courtship and 
marriage, and Anna’s sickness corre- 
spondsto an illness that I once had. 
The Count has been all his life and is 
‘always studying human character, and 
‘heis always noting down in his mind 
‘thoughts, expressions and incidents for 
future use. He has a good memory and 
in a little lock box in his brain he seenis 
to store away everything, and his ma- 
terial is always'at his command, He 
has for years carried a note book with 
him, and he will sometimes stop in con- 
versation and make a ngte of anything 
that he thinks may be of value in the. 
future.”’ 
I asked the Countess if she had one of 
these note books at hand. She left the 
room fora monient and then returned 
with a fat little yellow calfskin-covered 
note book. It was the size of the aver- 
age pocket Giary and was filled with 
writingin Russian characters, the let- 
ters being very small and the lines very 
close together. There were no blots 
and few corrections, and from the date 
of it I saw that it was made at about 
the time that Anna Karenina was writ- 
ten, and it contained some of the mate- 
rial which made up that story. 
As I again referred to the novel the 
countess told ushow Tolstoi began it: - 
Said she: “Anna Karenina was born 
through our oldest boy falling to sleep 
while reading our great poet, Pushkin. 
His grandmother, who was visiting us. 
loved the boy dearly. She was ill and 
Thad an uniinished poem of Pushkin, 
which I was about .to read to her. I 
gave it to my son, however, telling him 
his grandmother would much rather 
‘hear him read it than me, and he was 
reading to her when he dropped asleep 
and the book fell open on the table.

would be much better off if many of the 
writers of the present day would burn 
their works in manuscript. He holds 
on to his own works as long as possible 
and he objects, as a rule, to having them 
published. He enjoys his work as he 
composes, but a great part of the wear 
and tear comes in the révision agd cor- 
rection. He revises his writi again 
and again, and he never corrects his 
own manuscript, but he must havea 
new copy made for him on clean paper. 
He is not a very eg deo writer, as you 
see from his note books, and he writes 
on alt sorts of paper. He picks up 
anything that comes to hand when 
a thought strikes him and writes 
it down upon it. A largé part of 
the two novels ‘Anna Karenina’ 
and ‘War and Peace’ were written on 
the backs of envelopes, half sheets of 
note paper torn from short letters, and 
some of his best thoughts have been 
penned on the backs of old pieces of 
poet upon which the children have 

en drawing pictures and have thrown 
away. For this réason it is hard to 
preserve his manuscrips, und such as we 
have are stored away in the museum at 
Moscow. After my husband has writ- 
ten his manuscript it is copied for him.

you how many times I copied paris of 
the novel ‘War and Peace’ for revision 
and rerevision, but I know that I copied 
the complete story seven times before 
it was brought into the state in which 
{it went to the printers.’’ 

I here asked as to how the copy was 
prepared for Tolstoi for revision, and 
the Countess took asheet of note paper 
and doubled over the side of the sheet, 
‘leaving a margin of two inches at the 
ends of the lines. 

‘‘He likes small sheets of paper ar- 
ranged like this,’ said she, ‘‘and I copy 
only.on one side of the page. He cor- 
rects on the margin and sometimes on 
the other side of the page.. He always 
uses a pen in his writing, and never has 
any doubt as to the work until it is 
completed, when, from being enthu- 
siastic, he becomes discouraged and dis- 
satisfied. One of the greatest regrets 
of his life today is that he has wasted, 
as he calls it, much of his time in writ- 
‘ing novels, and he refers to his novels 
as ‘that nonsense.’’’

How to Make Five-rayed Stars at a Single 
Stroke.

This is the way to obtain the exact 
shape of a star with five rays, by a sin- 
gle cut in a straight line with a pair of. 
scissors in a pres piece of paper. 

Take a letter sheet double, foldin it 
to the left, A B, as in figure 1. 

Then fold it according to the line C D 
figure 2, so that the angle A C B shall 
be half ofthe angle BC D, You will 
get this by folding the’ sheet according 
tothe line CE figure 8, which is no 
other than the prolonged line CB of 
figure 2. 


How to folt and cut the atar. 

Your sheet is now in the form indi- 
cated in figure 8. Now double it over 
as indicated byC A, If the line C E 
comes upon C Dit will show that you” 
folded correctly occording to figure 2: 
If it comes a liftle ontside or inside, 
modify the first fold C D.

he trays, when filled, aré stacked upon 
another tram cafto be hauled to the 
sulphuring rooms where the fruit is sub- 


in stacks upon the cars, are wheeled 
away, out into the drying yard, and laid 
upon the smooth ground to unfergo 
the desiccating effect of hot sunshine 
for two succeeding days. Acres of 
ground are thus covered by the trays of 
apricots which, as a result of the 
bleaching sulphur bath, retain their 
bright color despite the hotness of the 
sun. When dried sufficiently the fruit 
is collected again in boxes, hau toa 
warehouse and there placed in sacks for 
shipment to Eastern marketa, | 

To those whose transactions in apri- 
cots have never exceeded an occasional 
purchase by tne dozen or pound at a city 
fruit stand, the reckless abandon shown 
in handling the vast quantities at the 
drying works appears almost sipful. 
Some fruit is wasted, a great deal is 
eaten by the cutters and some of it is 
condemned. Then, whemthe dried fruit 
is heaped in great piles preparatory to

the bagging, the way the men waik 
roughshod upon the heaps and playfully 
pelt each other with succulent handfuls 
convinces one that the housewife’s 
penchant for washing dried fruit before 
stewing is not out of place. 

The reporter interviewed the super- 
intendent, several men hired. by the 
day and a number of cutters, verifying 
the truth of the charges made by the 
correspondent. To-a query regarding 
the price paid to the latter the superin- 
tendent said: 

‘“‘We pay 8 and - cents oer 
box for cutting — 8 cents for 40- 
pound and 10 ceuts for 50-pound 
boxes. Yes, the boxes frequently 
run over weight ten pounds or 
so, but we aim to average them up. 
Each cutter, as you see, has a large tag 
attached to him or lier, and as fast as 
one empties a box a man takes it up and 
makes a punch markin the tag. Each 
of these punch holes represents either 
8 or 10 cents, and the wages are paid 
on presentation of these tags.”’ 

‘‘How much can these cutters make 
in a day?’? the reporter asked of an- 
other of the ‘-bosses.”’ ‘ 

“That all depends,’’ was the reply. 
“Some of them make $1, some $1.50 
and some who are quite expert can 
make $2 or $2.50. Thercis a man,”’ 
pointing to an idler near by, ‘‘who cam 
make his $3 or more every day; but he 
is an exceptionally good cutter.’’ 

"Yes, we can make from $1 to $2 
a day—sometimes.’’ said a cutter; ‘but 
it is only when we work ail day and all 
night. Yousee while there is fruit on 
hand we must not stop work until it is 
allclearedup. Yesterday, for instance, 
every body went on at 6 o'clock in the 
morning, and some of them worked un- 
til 4 o’clock this morning, slept an hour

The San Francisco Examiner has the 
following to say about the young man: 

Moses Jacobs, the prosperous newsboy of 
Des Moines, Iowa,’ who has made about 
$20,000 in selling papers, and is believed 
to be the wealthiest newsboy in the United 
States, is at the Grand. 

Every two years he goes on a trip to post 
himself fully about the country. The 
farthest West he has been before was to 
the Yellowstone. Though he has never 
been in California up to this time many 
people here have heardof him. His fame 
is widespread in the Mississippi Valley 
States, and there is nowhere that heis not 
more or less known. 

In more than a half-dozen States ‘‘Mose 
Jacobs’s’’ name is asynonym for hustling . 
and business shrewdness. He has a sin- 
gular history. He is but 21 years old now, 
and he began selling papers sixteen years 
ago, or when he was 5 years of age. He 
has kept at itin the streets of Des Moines 
ever since, and though his profits do not 
average over a cent on each newspaper, 


he has amassed all of his money from this. 


His papers sell at 2 and 3 cents aplece.: 
Some of his money he hasinvested in real 
estate and the rest he has loaned out to the 
Iowa farmers at 6 per cent. That ts a 
pretty good interest there. 
Almost every man, womgn and child in 


Des Moines, a town of 60,000 people, 


knows Mose Jacobs, and he says he believes 
he can call nine-tenths ofthem by name. 
He goes forth to meet the trains at all 
hours of the day and evening with two 
huge leather pockets or portmanteaus 
strapped from his shoulders. In these he 
sometimes carries as Many as fifty or sixty 
pounds of dally papers. 

He sells often 500 er 600 papers a day 
and averages from 2000 to 3000 a week. 
Beside local dailies he selis the Chicago, 
Omaha, Minneapolis, St. Paul, St. Louis, 
Denver, Kansas City and St. Joe paper. A 
network of railways putin at Des Moines, the 
country all about being gridironed by them. 
The trains deliver the papers there soon 
after their publication. Mose has a sten- 
torian voice and he makesit ring ‘up and 
down the streets of the capital of his State. 
If you don't see him right off you hear bim. 

He has original ideas about headlines and 
what it takes to make a good paper. such 
as people wantand will pay for. He will 
spend a week here and see the sights. He 
came over the Northern Pacific, saw Seat- 
tle, Tacoma and Portland, and will, when he 
gets through here, visit Salt Lake and then 
proceed home.

The Path to the White House Strewn 
With Wrecked Ambitions—Crawford, 
Henry Clay, Seward—Biaine's 
Remarkably Hard Luck. 


[CONTRIBUTED To THE TIMES.] 

In his old age, when Thurlow Weed 
lived a delightful life in New York city, 
he was very fond of narrating to his 
friends some anecdotes of which his 
fifty years’ experience as a_ politician 
furnished him a great fund. Moreover, 
his anecdotes were usually of the kind 
which illustrate a point in politics, and 


:_he was frequently able to group a num- 


_ dressed. 


ber together so that they would serve 
as a demonstration of a law of Ameri- 


‘can politics as it had been developed 


under his eye. 

One evening Mr. Weed was entertain- 
ing some friends with political remi- 
niscence. It was not long after the dis- 
puted election of 1876, and quite 
naturally the conversation turned upon 


the accidents of politics so far as they” 


made or unmade Presidential candi- 
dates, and Mr. Weed told 2 most inter- 
esting story of the politics which re- 
sultedin the election of John Quincy 
Adams. He had been saying that the 
pathway to the White House was strewn 
with wrecked ambitions, the result of 
disaster due to accident or mistake, 
which at the moment of occurence 
seemed trivial. 

The people voted in 1824 for electors 
committed to the selection either of 
John Quincy Adams, William H. Craw- 
ford, Andrew Jackson or Henry Clay. 
The strongest candidates were beiieved 
to be Crawford and Jackson. Clay was 
then a young man, perhaps the young- 
est who had ever been voted for for the 
Presidency. Adams represented what 
was left of the old Federal party, and 
he had some support among Democrats 


who were opposed to Crawford or. 


Jackson. 
‘There is no doubt, or was no doubt in 


- Thurlow Weed’s mind at that time, that 
a majority of the citizens of New York 


State were in favor of the election of 
Mr. Crawford. The Legislature, how- 
ever, then chose the electors, and while 
a majority of that body seemed likely to 
favor Crawrord, yet division of senti- 
ment was such that Weed, who was 
then a young man learning his first les- 
sons in politics, and some others, be- 
lieved that a fusion ticket would be of- 
fered which would be carried by the 
Legislature. 

Crawford’s friends were many of 
them wealthy New Yorkers, and they 
were determined to give him the elec- 


‘teral vote. 


Having told so much of the prelim- 
inary history of that canvass, Mr. 
Weed, with a gentle smile, added, ‘‘And 
nowlam going to tell you what my 
first experiences of the accidents or 
chances of politics-were.”’ 

Then he went on to say that he was a 
pagsenger on an Erie canal boat on his 
way to Albany. On the same boat was 
a member of the Legislature, elected as 
an Adams man. Somewhere on the 


7 trip a man boarded the canal boat 


whom Mr. Weed recognized as a person 
employed to procure legislation, or 
what is nowadays known as a lobbyist. 
And this lobbyist was soon in close con- 
versation with the Adams legislator, 
who did not know Mr. Weed. 

Asa result of their conference two 
letters were written and mailed from 
the canal boat, and Mr. Weed was sharp 
enough to see to whom they were ad- 
They were mailed to two 
other members, also chosen by Adams 
men. Then Mr. Weeda’s suspicions were 
aroused and he determined to play the 
detective. He followed the lobbyist 
and the member not only to Albany but 
from Albany to New York city, shad- 
owed them until they reached a hotel, 
where they met a wealthy manufac- 
turer, who was also a strong Crawford 
man, and Mr. Weed, in a manner which 
he did not care to reveal, was soon in 
possession of facts showing him that a 
downright attempt at bribery was be- 
ing made by this man and that a large 
sum of money, at least for that day, had 
been raised to corrupt enough Adams 
members to secure the election of a 
solid body of electors who would vote 
for Crawford. 

Of course the friends of Adams *were 
put to their wits’ ends to prevent this 
and Mr. Weed suggested the way in 
which it could be dene. With Gen. 


~“Spencer, then a very influential politi- 


cian; and one other, Mr. Weed faced 
some of these members upon whom 
bribery was attempted, accused them 
and declared that if they voted for 
Crawford they would be publicly 
charged in the,Legislature with bribery. 
Gen. Spencer also added that he would 
himself give them tickets indorsed with. 
his name upon the back so that it could 
be discovered whether they were faith- 
ful or had betrayed their constituents. 
On Sunday preceding the election in 
the Legislature Mr. Weed lecked him- 
self in a little printing Office, put.on an. 
apron, rolled up his sleeves, set up and 
printed the fusion ticket,-a majority of 
the names upon it being those of Adams 
electors, ‘but there were some for 
Crawford and for Jackson, as it was 
not possible to elect a solid Adams 
electoral ticket. 
' These ballots were secretly distriub- 
uted. When the joint session of the 
Legislature met and the voting began, 
the President of the Senate saw that a 
printed ballot, something unprece- 
dented, was deposited, and forgetting 
himself he turned to the members and 
said: 
and one of the Senators jumping to his 
feet shouted ‘‘Treachery,-by -—,’’ and it 
seemed for a few moments as though 
there wonid be a riot in the chamber. 
The Crawford men understood that the 
the printed ballot would reveal that 
those who had voted it had been true 
to their pledge, and the attempt to 
suborn members had thereby miscar- 
ried. Yet, as there was no law against 
a printed ballot, those offered were nec- 
essarily received, and as a résult a 
fusion ticket was elected. This gavea 
majority of the electoral votes to Adams. 


thus making it possible to present his 
name. to the House of Representatives 


in Washington, where, as there had 


.been no choice in the electoral college, 


the election,was carried. Had it not 
been for this action, Mr. . Crawford 
would have received the electoral vote 
of New York, and would undoubtedly 
have been chosen President. : 

‘But for the chance coincidence 
which brought the lobbyist and mvself 
upon the same canal boat,’’ Mr. Weed 
said, -undoubtedly this scheme would 
have carried, and Mr. Crawford would 
have been elected President.” 

THE DEFEATS OF HENRY CLAY. 
But if Mr. Weed won this battle,

Adams was elected by the House Presi- 


Clay. Upon assuming the office he ap- 
pointed Mr. Clay Secretary of State, 
and the charge was at once made that 
he had entered into a bargain with 
Clay and that the State Department 
was offered’ and accepted as the price 
of Clay’s support in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. e accusation caused pas- 
sion which at this day inits intensity 
seems to have been utterly unreason- 
able. It was vehemently asserted and 
passionatély,denied. The best opinion 
now is, and it was the opinion of Mr. 
Weed and the politicians of the earlier 
day, that thé accusation was not liter- 
all} true, but that Mr. Adams, feeling 
grateful to Clay's party for its support, 
felt that he could do no less than reog- 
nize it bv calling Clay to the Cabinet. 
Yet this accusation clouded Clay 
throughout his entire career. It alien- 
ated from him permanently support 
which afterward, had he possessed it, 
would have seated him in the White 
House. 

Mr. Weed was fond of dwelling upon 
Clay’s singular career. Accident and 
mistakes which seemed at the moment 
of nosvecial consequence always de- 
feated Clay for the nomination when 
he might have been elected, and 
brought about/his defeat at the polls 
whenever he had secured the nomina- 
tion. Ofcourse there was no chance 
of Clay’s election in 18382, for no one 
could have defeated Gen. Jackson, 
nor againin 1886, when Martin Van 
Buren was carried into office on the still 
powerful prestige of Old Hickory. But 
in 1840 the triumph of the Whigs was 
as well indicated as anything in politics 
can be, since.there had been a period of 
distress and the country had passed 
through its first great financial panic, 
something that the politicians believed 


would tend mightily to bring about a 
change of administration. Yet the old 
story of Clay’s alleged bargain with 
Adams, and the’ paltry jealousies of a 
few men made it possible to concen- 
trate opposition to Clay’s nomination 
upon a petty court clerk in Ohio, who 
thus received the nomination and be- 
came President. 

On the other hand in 1844 the senti- 
ment in the party for Clay’s nomination 
Was as overwhelming as it was for the 
nomination of Gen. Grant in 1868 and 
1872. He was nominated practicallv 
without a ballot, 
seemed to be assured. Two circum- 
stances interposed. One of 
seemingly petty, trivial and miserably 
personal, the other a blunder of the 
pen. | 

In some way, no one ever knew ex- 
actly how, Mr. Clay had given personal 
offense to James G. Birney. The Abo- 
lition party, a mere handful, so incon- 
spicuous that it was regarded as one of 
the humors of the politics of that time, 
had selected Mr. Birney as its repre- 
sentative man, and it determined to put 
him in nomination for the Presidency. 
Birney was inclined not to run, believ- 
ing that it would be better for the party 
t) wait before making political demon- 
stration, but when he found Mr. Clay 
was the Whig nominee he consented to 
be a candidate. No proof was ever of- 
fered that this consent was due entirely 
to his enmity to Clay, but at that time 
most of the politicians believed that 
such wasthe fact. No determiued can- 
vass was made for Birney except in New 
York State, and but little heed was 
paid.to his candidacy. : 

On the morning after election it 
seemed asthough Clay had carried New 
York, and his friends were wild with 
delight, but as returns came from the 
remoter districts inthe State, and it 
was found that half a dozen votes here 
in this Whig town, or perhaps a score in 
that Whig city had been cast for Bir- 
ney, anxiety took the place of joy, and 
then despair, for the complete returns 
showed that Birney had cut into the 
Whig party sufficiently to put itina 
minority, and to give the electoral vote 
of New York State to Polk by a paltry 
5000." 


ter during that canvass which became 
famous .as the Alabama letter. Init he 
confessed that he was not opposed 
under some conditions to the admission 
of Texas asa State. It was an amazing 
letter for Clay to write, and it taught 
Thurlow Weed one lesson which he 
afterward emphasized upon every oc- 
casion, and that was that it is the 
height of folly for a Presidential candi- 
date to write’ letters unless they are 
non-committal, and it is ruin to write 
them with a view to drawing strength 
from the opposition. Clay had dashed 
this letter off thoughtlessly, thinking 
only of the political enemy and not of 
his political friends. It brought him 
nota single recruit from the enemy, 
and it cost him so many of his Whig 
supporters that he lost the Presidency. 
THE LETTER TAYLOR WROTE. 

This lesson, Mr. Weed said, served 
him wellin the next campaign. If ever 
one man nominated another for the 
Presidency, Weed nominated Zachary 
Taylor. He brought Taylor out as a 
candidate in his paper, the .Albany 
Journal, at a time when almost all the 
Whig politicians believed that the nomi- 
nation would go to either Gen. Scott or 
possibly Henry Clay,and he so pulled 
the wires as to bring the Whig party 
over to his way of thinking. Having 
nominated Taylor, Weed turned to 
Millard Fillmore,,. who had unexpect- 
edly received the —Vice-Presidential 
nomination, and he said to him: ‘‘Fill- 
more, if there isto be any letter-writ- 
ing in this campaign, you and I have 
gotto do it. There must be no more 
‘Alabama letters,’ anyway.’’ 

Therefore, Weed and Fillmore, Will- 
iam H. Seward aiding, got together and 
prepared a correspondence. They first 
fixed up a letter which some inquiring 
friend was to send to Gen. Taylor, and, 
having prepared the inquiry, it was not 
difficult to write the answer. e. re- 
ply was a marvel of political composi- 
tion; it said all things and said nothing; 
it was so worded as to stopall other cor- 
respondence, and yet togive nota ‘hook 
handle’’ which could be used to injare 
Taylor.- Taylor read it through, de- 
clared that those were his sentiments,

Buchanan had been a candidate 
twelve years before, and John W. For- 
nsy, Daniel S. Dickinson and other 
Democratic politicians 
opinion that he might have beeg_ nomi- 
nated then instead of Polk had he not 
shown timidity and insisted upon. with- 
drawing. He was ayailable because he 
was a popular Pennsylvanian, and to 
get rid of him as a candidate and for no 
other reason in the opinion of contem- 
porary politicians Frank Pierce sent 
him as Minister toEngland. 

Yet in so doing he, did the very thing 
which made Buchanan a possible candi- 
date. Out of the country he was out 7 
the hotbed, and animosities were no 
centered upon him and men did not unite 
in pulling him down. Therefore when 
the rival candidates who had- been 
prominent were unable to secure suffi- 
cient following, the party turned to 
Buchanan because he had no enemies, 
having been away long enough to cause 
old animosities to be forgotten. 

SEWARD’S ILL-LUCK. 

Mr. Weed always said that Seward 
would have been President instead of 
Lincoln but for his almost incidental 
association with the American ques- 
tion, as it was called. While Seward 
was Governor, and afterward while in 
the Senate, he had been rather conspic- 
uous in his opposition to this American 
movement, the shadows of which even 
now harass some of the veteran politi- 
cians. This had not injured himin New 
York, because all who would have op- 
posed him for that reason were bound 
to oppose him anyway, but in Pennsyl- 
vania and Indiana a considerable num- | 
ber of the citizens had taken umbrage 
at Gov. Seward on account -of. his 
position on this question, and it so hap- | 
pened that those citizens were the very . 
ones upon whom the candidates for the- 
Governorship in these two States relied 
to secure their elections. | 

Col. Alexander McClure has told the 
story only recently, agreeing perfectly 
with those things which Mr. Weed used

A CURIOUS CREATURE 


A New Mexico Animal Which no Man Can 
Name. 
{Las Vegas Optic.] 


Arthur Jilson and Al Quinly have pur- 
chased the curious quadruped recentl 
captured in the mountains between Al- 
buquerque and San Pedro and it is now 
on exhibition at Quinly & Benjamin’s 
place.

assumed by a cow when lying down, the 


two hind legs under the-body, the right 


fore leg doubled under and the left fore 
leg extehded to the front at full length, 
the head and neck lifted in the air, and 
the ears bent forward as if listening. 
The animal itself is something like 
sixteen inches high by twent-four 
inches long, and has the appearance of 
being an inch or two higher in the hips 
than in the withers. Its hide is en- 
tirely hairless, and while the general 
color is a. kind of purplish black, most 
of the belly, the front part of one side, 
one fore leg, and a blotch on the other 
side are of a delicate fawn color,,mot- 
tled with black spots. The lower 
portion of all the legs, from 
the knee down, is. yellow, and

black. Thetailis about three inches 
long and is quite small; the body has 
the general appearance of the cow, but 
is rather more slender and elongated;

ARTIFICIAL FLIGHT. 


‘Suspension in the Air is Simple, but 


Steering Difficult. 

[The Cosmopolitan. ] 
- The new ‘‘flying machine”’ type is to 
be compared rather to a skipping stone 


running over the water, because of its 


intrinsic density and the velocity which 
this very density renders it possible to 
impress on it; or to the skater who 
passes safely. because swiftly, over 
thin ice which would not bear his own 
weight a moment if he stood still. 

‘Mr... Maxim, whose name is widely 
known as that of a successful inventor, 
is understood to have nearly completed, 
at Kent, in England, a flying machine 
on this principle, stretching over 100 
feet from tip tip of the so-called 
‘‘wings.’? These are really compara- 
tively rigid, kite-like, supporting 
planes, supplied with twin propellers 
like those of an ocean steamer, and ac- 
tuated by engines of almost the nomi- 


nal horse-power of those belonging to 


the first Cunarders which'crossed the 
Atlantic, and, {n the writer’s opinion, 
probably thus fitted with sufficient me- 
chanical power to secure horizontal 
flight, if that power can only be rightly 
directed. With this machine Mr. 
Maxim expects to make an early at- 
tempt at artificial flight on the grandest 
scale. 

‘It has been demonstrated that ma- 
chines, even if they arg built of the 
heavier metals, such as steel, can be 
sustained in the air with an expenditure 
of power certainly within our ability to 
command, and at a great speed if they 
are guided rightly. What has not been 
demonstrated is that we can guide such 
machines aright in the desired horizon- 
tal path and that we can descend with 
safety in them, and this is the next 
thing to do. 


The Crucifix of Mary Stewart. 

When Mary Queen of Scots, on Feb- 
ruary 18, 1587, was led to the scaffold 
she held in her hands a precious cruci- 
fix, which has changed hands manv a 
time since that date. The last owner 
of the greatly esteemed relic was the 
German poetess, Countess Hahn-Hahn, 
who left it at her death tothe cathedral 
inthe city of Mayence, cwhere it has 
lately been deposited.

The crowning joy of it all 
rose garden. The lavish co 
sweetness of every petal that 
glish sun will bring to perfection 
inclosed in a. great circular he 
twenty feet high, through which arch 
were cut, framing from the outside 
perfect riot of color.

It was very hard to leave such a fra- 
grant and ideal spot, but the guest 
whom her ladyship had ‘‘told off’ to 
show us the grounds could not be taxed 
too much with lavish rhetoric. Anyone 
who had never made a jingle would per- 
force have dropped among the bloom 


and perfume of those flowers and begun — 


to rhyme, so it was just as well to be 
‘called off’’ in time to save such a dis- 
aster. 
There was beyond the roses an Ital- 
ian box-bordered garden of many beau- 


tiful flowers, a wide lawn with spread- | 


ing beeches, and, quite beyond there, 
such. masses vf luauriaut polur the very 
earth seemed aflame. I thought that 
we knew something about rhodo- 
dendrous. It is quite possible that I 
might have told Englishmen that they 
knew nothing of how they could grow 
unless they crossed the seas, if I had 
not been led on to see these banks of 
blossoms which extended a long distance 
in beds fifteen feet wide on either side 
of a straight, artificial sheet of water. 
There was scarcely a space for the re- 
flection of a floating cloud, so com- 
pletely had the flowers mirrored them- 
selves on the surface. It was a most 
peculiar effeet to see this long stretch 
of water aglow with orange, red, purple 
and blue. Isaw clumps of this flower 
on the lawns at other English places 
carefully trimmed and nourished by the 
gardeners, one of whom named them to 
as his ‘Rowdy 
Damiens,’’ but nowhere hadI imagined 
that there could be such luxuriance as 
on the border of that ornamental 
stream. 

The entrance, the halls, the drawing 
and dining-rooms, the library of the 
castle, were all what one would have 
wished them to be, but not at all more 
than some of the finest places in our 
own country. Americans do not real- 
ize to what an extent the improvement 
in our interiors has advanced unless 
they see English show places as they 
look when occupied. Those that wese« 
fora half crown while the family is 
absent are at such a disadvantage, 
swathed in: linen or only lighted 
from one blind thatthe housekeeper 
carefully sets ajar. But the conserva: 
tory in this great house was quite up to 
my girlhood’s ideas of how such bowers 
should be. Again, the English novelist 
formed my expectations. I supposed 
there would be room enough to walk 
about and kneel in front of the heroine 
without knocking over neighboring 
potted plants, and when Fifth avenue 
conservatories were revealed to me, 
when I was very young and very callow, 
Iinstantly discovered that to sit under 
spreading leaves on comfortable divans 
one must go back to the pages of Ouida 
or Mrs. 
heroines basked under pomegranates or 


the fronds of ferns and palms, while the 


sun or moon shown through the trans- 
parent roof.

Their Tricks Exposed by a Los 
Angeles Woman. 


An Ex-Medium Tells How Spirits are 
Produced. , 


Raps, Slate-writing, Materializing 
and Other Fakes. 


Heartless Confidence People Who Prey 
Upon the Credulity of Their Dupes— 
Experiencos in Los Angeles 
and San Dicgo- 


One of the most remarkable features 
of this materialistic age, which submits 
every new theory to the calcium light 
of reason and judges questions in the 
scale of dollars and cents, is the im- 
portance which so many otherwise sen- 
sible and level-headed persons attach to 

of so-called “‘spir- 
itual mediums.’’ It matters not how 


frequently and flagrantly such people | 


may be exposed, the faith of their 
dupes appears to be unwavering. They 
strain at a gnat, in the shape of the 
miracles performed by Jesus—always 
for a beneficent purpose—but readily 
swallow the camel in the form of the 


most childish and absurd ‘‘spirit mani- 
festations’’ in a dark chamber, such 
manifestations taking the form of 
twanging instruments, played out of 
tune; drivel inscribed on slates, and 
shadowy forms attired in the transpar- 
ent material daubed over with phos- 
phorescent paint. : 
A glance through the advertising col- 
umns of the leading journaés published 
in the great cities of the United States 
is sufficient to show what a hold these 
fakirs have upon the community. It is 
_ apparent that they could not continue 
to publish high-priced advertisements 
if they did not receive a large income 
from their nefarious trade. Los An- 
geles has. been remarkably free from 
such frauds, in comparison with other 
cities of equal importance, still there 
are quite a number here who ply their 
trade with profit.. A female medium, 
Mrs. Julia E. Garrett, whois well known 
throughout Southern California, and 
for many years has practiced her craft 
in tliis city and San “Diego, was con- 


verted to Christianity about nine months |. 


ago and felt impelléd to write an ex- 
posé of the fraudulent methods which 
are adopted by mediums. to:prey upon 
the superstition of the unwary. The 
book has been published by a local print- 
ing house, under the title of ‘‘Mediums 
Unmasked.”’ It is one of the most com- 


plete and convincing exposures of this 
nineteenth century swindle that has 
ever becn printed. The author isa vic- 
tim of consumption; her life hanging on 
athread. It is evident that, in this 

work, she has told the truth, — 
malice or exaggeration. - ' 

Mrs. Garrett was the daughter of a 
Christian minister, but married a Spir- 
itualist, through whom she learned 
the ‘‘tricks of the trade,’’ and after his 
death wasina measure forced into a 
business of which she never approved, 
inorder to support her family. She 
has, however, always avoided the crim- 
-inal practices of which she says many 
mediums are guilty. She would never 
have anything to do with ‘magnetic 
healers’’ and other free lovers. As a 
result of her experience, she now sol- 
emnly declares that all the so-called 
s>iritual phenomena are false, and, fur- 
thermore, that the mediums’ well 
know it. 

As soon as it was rumored around in 
Spiritualistic circles that Mrs. Garrett 
was writing an exposé, mediums called 
upon her and endeavored to bribe her 
toleave town, Failing in this, many 
of them packed up and went away, fear- 
ing that their deviltry would be exposed 
in the forthcoming work, rumors of the 
publication of which have created qnite

A material spook. 


a stir among the priests and priestesses 
of the ‘‘occult.’? Several mediums 
prophesied the death of the printer of 
the book before it could be bound, but 
he is still alive and healthy, while, by a 
curious coincidence, Kate Fox, who 
manipniated the first ‘spiritual’? mani- 
festations with her toe-joints, in Hyde- 
ville, N. Y., fifty years ago, died while 
the book was in the press. 

In her introduction Mrs. Garrett de- 
clares that Spiritualists do not believe 
in God. They regard Jesus as a won- 
derful medium. While they deny the 
existence of hell they can locate the 
world, or heaven, at a moment's 
no 

Spiritualists prate much of harmony, 
but they fight continually among them- 

selves, there being a first and second 

' society of Spiritualists, and sometimes 
many others, in almost every town. 
They never build any meeting-houses or 
schools, or found any charitable institu- 
tions. They have no funds to assist 
sick members. Mrs. Garrett states 
that, in all her experience, she has 
known but,one Spiritualist who was in 
any degree a.benefactor to humanity. 
One peculiarity of Spiritualists is that 
they almost ail want to be mediums. 
These mediums are growing bolder from 
Gay to day, and’ many of them are fit 
subjects for attention on the part of 
the police department. Says Mrs. Gar- 
Tett: 

Were I to tell one-half the ill I have 
Known mediums to do it would make a 
large volume. I know one medium in Los 
Angeles, Whose played speok toa 
Rer be credulous German woman, making

her that Christ was

wear with them. The foolish woman, 
thinking she was doing the master a great 
service, bought the shirts and a handsome 
pearl’stud. The wife of this scoundrel, 
who, a8 a nedium, is a great favorite with 
the Spiritualists of Los Angeles, “worked” 
the brother of this same German woman in 
the guise of his departed wife, obtaining 
from him new dresses, jewelry and many: 
other things. 

The: author declares that she has 
never.known a medium who did not. 
hate and déspise spiritualism, and adds 
that if.a body of good old mossback 
Spiritualists conld overhear a lot of 
medioms talking among themselves 
their eyes would be opened. ‘‘No me- 
dium believes inthe return of spirits, 
and any one of them would, I believe, 
be frightened half to death at sight of.a 

host.’’ 

The book gives complete details as to 
the methods in which mediums carry 
out their various tricks, including rap- 
ping, trance, magnetic healing, tram- 
pet-talking, table-turning, spirit pict- 
ures, slate-writing, ‘‘padding,’’ plat- 
form tests, ballot tests, materialized 
pencil, magnetized slates, materializing 
and dark circles. In regard te mag- 
netic healing, the author says: 


The mediums who practice this branch 
of the “profession” are the lowest and 
vilest ofall. 

Aman or womap who does not know the 
difference between a shoulder-blade and a 
ham-bone tacks, “doctor” on his or her 
name. They then announce themselves, 
with much flourish of trumpets, as ‘‘mag- 
netic healers.’’ Iwill here confine myr 
marks tothe men who practice this b 
ness. The women “healers” are not fit to 
be mentioned even in an exposé of spirit- 
ualism. 

The healer claims to be controlled by 
some renowned doctof, long dead, or by 
some big Indian chief. He usually assumes 
the trance and then commands his subject 
to undress entirely, as ‘‘*magnetism”’ will 
do no good unless e “ lies it to the naked 
body. He is, usually, big, coarse and licen. 
tious, and in this manner can gratify his 
low animal nature. ow 

More harm has been done by these peo- 
ple, right here in Eos Angeles—more homes 
broken up, more young girls ruined—than 
the world dreams of. 

Two old. white-haired reprobates ‘started 
here in this business not long ago. One 


that rdte, he 


was a magnetic healer, the other professed 


to have “developing power.’’ Both had a 


'} preference for young girls. Through the 


columns of THE Timmss—God bless THE 
TIMEs!—the one who had the ‘developing 
power’’ was exposed, and the other said no 
more about being a healer.

ualistinthecity. 

If Spiritualists and church people—the 
latter, lam sorry to say, are much given to 
running after mediums—only knew whata 
system of organized frand exists between 
mediums they would not so readily swallow: 
evervthing the latter say. 

When tliived in San Diego, a certain 
medium, well-known for her wonderful 

latform tests; was announced to appear. 

he was called an ‘ordained woman,** and 
to read what the Spiritualist papers had to 
say about her one would suppose that she 
was half divine. 

As soon as she arrived in San Diego she 
called on me with her husband and copied 
as much out of my book of tests as she 
desired and I gave them ‘‘points’’ besides. 
At her first sitting she cleared about $300, 


-and every name she gave to the public had 


been obtained from me. 

One of the most interesting and sug- 
gestive, and at the same time amusing, 
incidents in this work, in relation te the 
easy manner in which frequenters of 
the ‘‘materializing seances’’ are duped, 
is the following: 


A noted slate-writer was doing a rushing 
business in Chicago. Mr. Jones, then edi- 
tor of the Religio-Philosophical Journal, 
made up his mind thata medium who was 
such a fine slate-writer could certainly ma- 
terialize, and insisted on the medium sit- 
ting in a cabinet, which he had in one of 
his private rooms. This cabinet had been 
made after a special design of Mr. Jones, 
and he was sure there were no “traps’’ or 
tricks aboutit. I willtell the story in the 
‘Medium's Own words 

‘‘When Mr. Jones insisted on my going 
into that cahinet I really did not know 
what to do.” Ihad all the tricks of slate- 
writing at my fingers’ ends and could have 
fooled him in that line for an indefinite 
time, but Ihad never takenany lessons in 
materializing,and had no spook clothes, 
beards or wigs with me. I knew, of course, 
all aboutit—that it was a fake, like other 
spirit byusiness---but I was not doing it. 1 
therefore made up my mind to go intothat 
cabinet and then let my ‘control’ take hold 
of.me and tell them that the conditions 
were not right tor manifestations. 

‘There were about a2 dozen present as I 
took my seat in the cabinet, which was of 

wood, with a door that hadan oval window 
in it and a small shelf attached for paper 
or slate, upon which the spirits were some- 
times supposed to write. The company 
sang asong and then I began to feel thatI 
must do something in order that Mr. Jones 
should not be disappointed. 

“Having nothing with which to disguise 
my face I dared not go te-the window, as 
Jones insisted on having a better light than 
usual at such meetings. At 
occurred tome. I removed one of my shoes 
and stockings, pinned a large white hand- 
kerchief around the foot, leaving the sole 
bare. Then I leaned far back in the chair 
_and put this sweet ‘spirit face’ at the win- 
‘dow. 

“Instantly there wasacry: ‘Oh, there is 
a face.’ Then came the query: ‘Is it for 
me?’ 

“Tothis query, coming from a good old 
sister in spiritualism, and Knowing how 
-prone she was to accept 
claiming to be a spirit, I the spirit 
face to bow an affirmative, 

‘***Can I come up to the window?” 

“The spirit face again bowed, aud the 
old lady came up, saying, in a 
voice:

Any persons who are inclined to place 
confidence in the manifestationg of 
mediums would do well to read this 
book, but itis doubtful whether it will 
convert many, thoroughbred Spiritual- 
ists, for the man or women who will be 
gelled by such palpable tricks as those 

escribed is generally beyond all hope 
of conviction. ‘They are wedded to 
their idols.’ Meantime, it would be 
well forthe authorities to keep a little 
sharper lookout upon the operations of 
these heartless confidence operators, 
who prey upon the natural longing, in- 
stinctive in the human heart, to com- 
muxicate with the beloved dead. 


IMPORTANT INVEN TION. 


A New Method of |} 
Saving of Water and Labor. 
Mr. R. F. Dockery of Highland Park, 
has hit upon a method of irrigating that 
will certainly commend itself at once to. 
every orchardist and rancher who sees 
it, as well on account of its simplicity 
and saving in time and labor as its 
economy in the use of water. For or- 
chards especially it unquestionably is 
the best system extant, and must on its 
obvious merits come speedily into gen- 
eral use. Briefly, it consists in deliver- 
ing the water exactly where it is needed 
through small concrete pipes, the flow 
being regulated at the source of supply, 
and no grading whatever of the land is 
required; it willdo the work just. as 
effectively be the ground level, “gn 
or hilly, anda boy 10 years old can 
handle it. As compared with the meth- 
ods in vogue it will save fully 50 per 
cent. of both water and labor.

Kansas Beasts Will Be There. 

Kansas will make at the World’s Fair 
a notable exhibit of its native animals. 
The specimens are being prepared by 
Prof. L. L. Dyche, of the Kansas State 
University, one of the most skillful of 
living taxidermists. The exhib‘t will 
consist of at least 400 animals, and will 
include a fine group of ten Rocky Mount- 
ain sheep, seven Rocky Mountain goat, 
nibe moose eight elk, seven antelopes, 
five caribou, five buffalo and twelve

POULTRY. 
How to Select a Good Eayer—Diseases of LEGAL, 
Fowls— Notes.

How many poultrymen can pick ont 
a good laying hen from a strange flock? 
Not many can do it; yet it can easily be 
accomplished after a short study of the 
make-up and characteristics, says the 
O..C. Farmer. There goes a hen with 
a thick neck, long head, ill-shapea, 
walks listlessly atout, seemingly «with 
no purpose or intention in view. She 
doesn’t care to scratch, but hangs 
around the hen-house, evidently wait- 
ing for her next feed. She gets up late 
in the mornigg, and goes to, bed early 
in the evening. That hen may be put 
down as a very: poor layer. The eggs 
of some of the other hens go to help 
pay her keep. Here comes another 
hen. She walks briskly, and there 
is an elasticity in her move- 
ments that denotes she has some- 
thing in view. She is neat and 
natty in appearance, small head, with 
slim neck, nicely arched or curved. 
She forages and scratches all day long, 
and may be too busy to come for her 
evening feed. She is at the door in the 
morning waicing to be let out. She 
snatches a few mouthfuls of food, and 
is off to the meadow. looking for in- 
sects. Before she gets out in the morn- 
ing, she gerierally deposits her daily 
egg in the nest, or returns after a short 
forage. Sheis neat, clean and tidy, 
with a brightness and freshness pleas* 
That is the hen that 
pavs for her food and’ gives a good 
profit all the year round. ..The writer 
has noticed these traits since boyhood, 
and knows that they are infallible. By 
studying these traits, any man may in 
few years, by selection, have a fine lay- 
ing flock of hens. Fanciers perforce 
must have good and bad layers, as they 
breed for feathers in the main, and the 
poor layers may be the bird with the 
fine plumage and markings. This is 
not wholly the case, of course, but it is 
partially so. 

DISEASES OF FOWLS. 

We have complaints from various sec- 
tions of the country of the prevalence 
of various diseases among fowls of a 
very fatal character. It is our duty to 
study whatever may tend to alleviate 
the sufferings of domestic animals kept 
for our own gratification, for they must 
not be allowed to pine and die unaided. 


Everything worth knowing, we ought 


to know, and our knowledge should be 
such as would render us equal to all the 
emergencies of poultry sickness. 

By far the greater proportion of poul- 


try diseases arise either from coldior 


wet, or neglect in preserving cleanli- 
ness—often both combined. It should 


be noted, also, that the first symptom of 


nearly all such diseases is diarrhoea, 
which we have observed usually mani- 


fests itself, even in roup, before any 
discharge from the nostrils is percepti- 
At this stage much evil may be.

Plymouth Rock cock. We should hatch 
out all our chickens in the fall and win- 
ter, so as to market them in the spring. 
We should start with 100 pullets,

The house need not be éx- 
pensive. We should build them 12x15 
feet, with shed roof, boarded up and 
down and battened orshingled. Thirty 
or forty hens could kept in sucha 
house. By all means don’t yard them, 
but wire in an acre or two and ‘havé 
part of it in grass, rye or oats, as poul- 
try neéd grass to keep them healthy 
and prolific. 

A few general principles may be laid 
down: Poultry don’t like wind, so 
there should be sheltered places for 


them. A piece of woodland, with not 


much underbrush, is a grand thing and 


the more naturally they can be kept 


the better they will pay. 


The honey crop is a partial failure 


here this year on account of the late 
season. When there were plenty of 
flowers there were frequent cold spells 
to keep the bee from working. Just 
now they seem to be doing very well, 
but itis too late te make up the loss. 
There will probably be only half.a crop 
or less. There is this advantage, how- 
ever, for the “honey men—by-next sea- 
son there will not be a pound of honey 
on the market anywhere, and a good 
demand will be the result. Thereseems 
to be a failure every fifth year, and 
this is certainly the fifth year.
